This  latter  perK>n  &voured  me  with  a  sight 
of  it,  and  I  therefore  give  in  this  place  an 
account  of  the  book,  which  indeed,  as  it 
appears,  may  very  well  be  dispensed  with 
by  the  generality  of  readers,  but  will  not 
be  unwelcome  to  my  brother  librarians, 
who  may  have  been  wearied  with  similar 
inquiries.

My  only  reason  for  introducing  here  the 
low  Saxon  Reineke,  was  with  the  object  of 
inserting  what  came  next  to  hand,  not  be- 
cause I  participated  in  the  opinion  of  those 
who  would  maintain  that  this  work  is  an  ori- 
ginal in  any  sense  of  the  word.  That  the 
low  Saxon  poem  is  a  modification  of  a 
French  poem,  that  it  is  more  recent  than 
the  Latin,  French,  Dutch,  high  German 
Reineke  (of  Heinrich  der  Olichsere)  and 
probably  than  the  English  Rdneke  also,  and 
that  its  greater  notoriety  in  some  degree 
perhaps  arose  from  the  poverty  of  the  old 
low  Saxon  literature,  can  hardly  be  denied 
without  prejudice.  The  great  confusion 
which  still  prevails  in  the  statements  of  the 
different  high  and  low  German  edidons, 
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determined  me  to  ieparste  the  different 
languages  without  res*^  to  the  connection 
of  the  various  works,  and  only  to  cite  Uzat 
which  is  completely  established,  or  at  least 
less  uncertain.  I  am  here  more  concerned 
with  certainty  than  completeness.

This  collection  is  diiferently  specified  l>y 
different  persons,  whidi  is  owing  to  the 
point  of  view  from  which  it  is  consider- 
ed. If  it  be  confined  to  Elzevir  impres- 
sions, many  that  are  here  cited  must  oer- 
tainly  be  left  out.  Since,  notwithstanding 
the  preference  for  Elzevir  productions, 
the  collection  is  not  sought  aJfter,  as  not 
possessing  the  finished  neatness  of  their 
duodedmo  impr«»ions,  it  appears  better 
to  consider  them  with  respect  to  their 
scientific,  even  if  only  historical,  inter- 
est. In  that  case  it  must  be  strictly  con- 
fined to  those  books  which  convey  in- 
formation of  the  different  states,  or  at 
least  form  introductions  to  them,  with- 
out regard  to  what  press  they  proceeded 
from.  Merely  historical,  or  geographical 
works  or  books  of  travels  caimot  be  ad- 
mitted, nor  any  thing  else  that  has  appear- 
ed  in  a  larger  size  than  16**.

The  atlas,  which  consists  of  maps  and 
woodcuts,  first  appeared;  it  contains  on 
41  leaves  43  numbered  woodcuts  and  a 
chronological  tables.  The  5th  plate  is 
wanting  in  all  the  copies,  but  the  25tli 
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ought  to  be  double  (the  first  time  with  the 
addition,  fig*  Q2  A,  and  Uie  second  with 
fig.  92  B).  The  atlas  is  very  frequently 
wanting. 

The  1st.  vol.  of  the  text  was  published 
thrice  in  different  years,  as  is  noticed  above. 
But  all  of  them  are  only  new  titles  to  one 
and  the  same  typographical  production,  al- 
though the  title-pages  of  1679  have  the  ad- 
dition, EdUio  II.  mullis  in  locU  emeTuUUa 
et  aucta.  In  the  copies  of  the  last  kind 
only  7  leaves  have  been  added  at  the  end. 
The  collation  is,  i  title-plate,  4  leaves  of 
preliminary  matter,  891  pages  of  text,  and 
7  leaves  of  testimonia,  errata  and  notice  ad 
Inbliopegos.  These  last  7  leaves  are  often 
wanting.  No  other  plates  besides  the  title- 
plate  bdong  to  this  ist  vol. 

The  2ud  vol.  contains  i  title-plate,  8 
leaves  of  preliminary  matter,  38  pages  of 
testimonia  (in  some  copies  these  occupy  43 
pages,  though  not  containing  any  thing 
more,  owing  to  their  being  printed  in  a 
larger  character).  In  the  2  Wolfenbilttel 
copies  there  next  follow  19  pages  more  of 
testimonia,  not  mentioned  by  other  biblio- 
graphers, and  superscribed  tetiimoniorum 
Pars  III.  Then  672  pages  of  text  (the 
last  2  incorrectly  numbered  171  and  172), 
36  pages  of  index  to  the  ist  and  2nd  vol., 
and  4  leaves  of  errata.  48  woodcuts  on 
24  leaves  belong  thereto  beside,  which  have 
the  number  of  the  pages  to  which  they  be- 
long (the  pagination  350,  542  and  544  is 
repeated  on  them) :  but  these  often  follow 
one  another  at  the  end  of  the  volume. 

The  3rd  vol.  contains  7  leaves  of  pre- 
liminary matter,  15  pages  of  testimonia,  762 
pages  of  text,  and  an  index  of  55  unnum- 
bered pages.  The  figures  of  Uiis  vol.  are 
on  24  leaves  without  text,  which  are  in- 
duded  in  the  pagination  of  the  text  (the 
pages  250,  252  and  253  being  incorrectly 
numbered  150,  176  and  169).  The  other 
representations  are  printed  in  the  text. 

The  most  complete  copies  of  the  4th  voL, 
which  is  without  a  title  and  unfinished,  go 
as  far  as  p.  2  la  This  is  the  copy  that  was 
bought  at  Aurivillius^s  sale  for  the  Uni- 
versity library  at  Upsal.  The  3  remaining 
copies  are  (according  to  the  kind  communi- 
cation of  professor  SchrSder,  amanuensis  of 
the  library  at  Upsal),  that  of  the  Royal  li- 
brary at  Stockholm,  that  of  the  library  of 
the  academy  of  science  at  Stockholm,  and 
that  belonging  to  count  de  Brahe  of  Skok- 
loster,  near  Upsal.  A  5th  copy,  according 
to  Molbech*s  Letters  on  Sweden,  I.  40,  is 
in  the  University  library  at  Lund,  in  Swe- 
den, and  was  purchased  for  1200  dollars  of 
copper  coin  (about  70  d.).

This  translation  of  the  infanta  Don  Gm- 
briel  Antonio,  in  which  however,  Fr.  Peres 
Bayer,  his  tutor,  had  great  part,  is  unoom- 
monly  finely  printed,  and  was  only  given 
away  in  presents,  but  is  notwithstanding  to 
be  met  with  frequently  enough.  There  are 
explanations  and  readings  from  MSS.  of 
the  Escurial  appended,  which  Teller  made 
use  of  in  his  edition  of  1 790;  a  treatise  by 
Bayer  Dei  alfabeto  y  Ungua  de  Urn  Femces 
y  de  sus  cohnias  is  also  annexed,  of  which 
there  were  also  some  copies  by  themaeives, 
see  Alfabeto. 

It  appears  that,  besides  the  copies  in- 
tended for  the  infanta,  the  paper  of  which 
was  perfectly  white  and  of  equal  beauty, 
there  were  also  a  considerable  number  of 
inferior  copies  struck  off.  In  these  last, 
which  are  little  sought  after,  the  paper  is 
blueish  and  very  difierent,  and  the  plates 
and  maps  are  visibly  of  a  later  and  inferior 
impression.  They  were  not  fairiy  ctrcu- 
lated  in  trade  until  after  the  princess  death, 
and  in  purchasing  a  copy,  care  must  be 
takeu  to  obtain  one  that  is  genuine.

refer  to  this  alone.  And  it  reaUy  is  enter- 
taining to  see  how  little  was  required  by  the 
honest  collector  at  KSniffsbei^  to  ascribe 
rarity  to  the  most  worthMSS  and  common 
Ikx^u.  Often  has  he  no  other  proof  of 
such  scarceness,  except  that  the  book  does 
not  occur  in  the  (little)  Jocher,  or  in 
Menckens  and  6undling*s  catalogues !  It 
is  neither  unnecessary  nor  too  severe  to  no- 
tice these  absurdities,  which  have  been  so 
prejudicial  to  the  ftiiids  of  libraries.  What 
treasures  might  not  our  German  libraries 
liave  possessed,  if  at  a  time  when  the  mar- 
kets were  still  full  and  the  prices  moderate, 
they  had  purchased  with  understanding ! 
But  what  the  earlier  and  better  instructed 
English  and  French  suffered  to  remain  in 
the  Dutch  warehouses  with  contempt,  at 
that  time  we  brought  home  with  dcdight, 
and  now  our  book-shelves  bend  under  the 
weight  of  worthless  and  scarce  lutides 
forsooth,  which  neither  afford  pleasure  to 
those  who  inspect  them,  nor  inform  those 
who  are  desirous  of  knowledge.  A  person 
ought  to  be  a  librarian,  in  order  to  feel 
how  often  he  would  be  tempted  on  an  ex- 
amination of  old  library  accounts  with  re- 
ference to  that  unhappy  period  of  rarity  to 
exclaim,  O  mihi  dUjeciot  r^erat  si  Jupiter 
nummot.

Only  4  editions  belong  to  the  original 
Dutch  printing  establishment,  which  ac- 
cording to  the  most  recent  inquiries  thus 
followoi  each  otiier  :  the  first  edition  with 
a  Dutch  text,  the  first  with  a  liatin ;  the 
second  edition  with  a  Dutch  text  (and  con- 
temporaneous with  it)  the  second  with  a 
Latin.  The  woodcuts  in  all  these  editions 
are  impressions  from  the  same  blocks.  The 
earlier  supposition  of  movable  wooden 
types  in  a  part  of  the  leaves  of  the  two 
cJdest  editions  has  now  been  corrected  to  the 
opinion  that  those  more  crude  types  were 
composed  of  a  softer  metal,  either  lead  or 
tin.  This  typographical  production  is  there- 
fore jusUy  inserted  in  the  series  of  the 
oldest  documents  for  the  history  of  the  art 
of  printing  properly  so  called. 

According  to  Koning*s  aocnrate  inqui- 
ries, the  iMtia  edition,  whi^  Heineken 
and  the  other  earlier  bibliographers  consi- 
dered to  be  the  first,  is  to  l^  considered  as 
the  second.

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conjecture  (and  tometimei  very  bold  con- 
jecture) and  in  favour  of  the  Vulgate. 

The  first  printed  Greek  pieces  €£  the 
New  Test,  are  the  hymns  of  Mary  and 
Zadiariah,  (St.  Luke  i.)  in  the  Greek 
psalter  of  1^6,  and  the  first  6  chapters  of 
St.  John*s  Oospd  in  the  Carmina  of  Gre- 
gory Nazianzen.

We  have  seen 
above,  under  Dambrval  and  Dia- 
BLB,  how  the  lively  Frenchman 
disdains  not  what  is  most  wicked, 
if  it  can  afford  a  matter  of  sport. 
The  German  is  more  grave,  al- 
though he  has  expressed  himself  at 
different  times  in  quite  a  different 
manner.  For  a  number  of  years  it 
has  been  the  fashion  to  teach  and 
recommend  the  duties  of  life  in  ro- 
mances, which,  according  to  the  re- 
finement and  courteousness  of  the 
manners  of  our  day,  only  speak  of 
men,  women,  and  maidens,  and  so 
forth,  as  they  ought  to  he.  Our 
ancestors  reversed  matters  for  a 
similar  object,  painted  the  Devil 
on  the  wall  (to  make  use  of  the 
proverb)  in  his  proper  character, 
and  sought  directly,  through  a  rude 
and  coarse  representation  of  the  op- 
posite, to  lead  persons  to  what  was 
better.  Thus  originated  a  method 
of  handling  single  objects  of  prac- 
tical morals  adapted  to  the  fa- 
shion of  the  age,  and  which  we 
conceive  not  undeserving  of  the 
trouble  of  being  here  pointed  out 
in  as  complete  a  bibliographical 
manner  as  possible,  were  it  only 
that  in  our  opinion  they  afford  the 
liveliest  and  truest  traits  for  a  fu- 
ture history  of  life  and  manners.

The  latter  half  of  the  i6th  oentniy,  as 
we  see  ham  the  preceding  artldes,  assumed 
only  a  theological  form  for  its  philosophy 
of  life.  A  century  later  things  had  taken 
a  different  form.  Politics  had  stepped 
into  the  place  of  theology,  and  the  influ- 
ence of  the  SUcle  de  Limit  XIV.  was 
visible  even  in  Oerman  literatnre.  Now 
morals  must  recommend  themselves  in  a 
political  garb:  nevertheless  this  was  an 
Innocent  pedantry  not  extending  Itself  b^ 
yond  the  title4mf.  The  animadversion 
therefore  of  the  entMrs  of  the  times  was  and 
continued  to  be  as  strong  and  unbending 
as  they  had  been  in  the  earlier  theoli^cu 
garb ;  nay  in  this  style  probably  even  the 

Sreparatory  steps  to  a  Oerman  national 
tarature  were  again  attained,  the  com- 
mencement of  which  had  been  made  by  the 
then  almost  forgotten  literature  of  the  re- 
formation in  the  first  half  of  the  i6th  cen- 
tury, and  by  the  historioo^geographical 
literature  of  the  second  half  of  it,  which 
have  not  yet  been  recognised  and  exalted 
by  any  Oerman  literary  historian  propor- 
tionably  to  their  entire  value.  A  bihlio* 
graphical  notice  of  endeavours,  which,  if 
not  decidedly  political,  yet  at  least  shew 
great  acquaintance  with  the  economy  of 
fife,  may  consequently,  I  trust,  be  annexed 
in  this  place.

The  most  discordant  opinions  exist  as  to 
the  place  and  probable  time  of  printing  of 
this  edition.  Since  Valckenaer  conjectured 
in  1773  that  it  appeared  at  Milan  in  I493» 
because  the  copy  in  the  University  library 
of  Leydeu  is  bound  up  with  the  Milan  Iso- 
crates  of  that  year,  this  conjecture  has 
been  repeated  by  Morelli  {Caial.  Pineili, 
II.  302);  Santander  (III.  397);  Harles,  in 
Fabricii  BibL  gr,  ed.  nov.  I  596.  III.  779; 
Beloe,  Anecdotes,  III.  102  ;  and  Jacobs  in 
his  edition  of  Theocritus  (1 814),  vol.  I.  praef. 
p.  XIII.  sq.  in  some  cases  as  an  undoubted 
certainty.  Bandini,  in  the  CaUU.  codd. 
ffr.  bibl.  Laur,  III.  424,  following  Mait- 
taire,  maintains  that  it  is  a  typographical 
production  of  Ph.  Oiunta*s  at  Florence 
about  1497*  but  he  revokes  this  opinion 
himself  in  the  Annal,  typogr,  Juntarum. 
Dibdin,  in  the  Bibl.  Spenc.  II.  43)  43^  sq. 
has,  as  usual,  no  opinion  of  his  own,  al- 
though he  had  the  very  edition  before  his 
eyes,  and  all  other  materials  in  aid  of  a 
£uther  comparison  at  hand^  and  has  only 
introduced  fresh  confusion  into  the  pre- 
vious accounts  which  he  has  not  removed 
either  in  the  Library  Companion,  p.  620, 
or  in  the  4th  edition  of  his  Introduetion  to 
the  Classics,  II.  482.  Panzer,  IV.  361,  first 
drew  attention  to  Fossils  Biblioth,  Magliab, 
II.  650,  whom  subsequent  bibliographers 
have  in  this  very  point  unjustifiably  neg- 
lected. 

And  yet  Fossi  has  discussed  the  matter 
with  the  most  aciiteness.  He  refutes  Mait- 
taire*s  and  Bandini^s  opinion,  that  this  work 
is  a  Juntine  production ;  proves  that  the 
types  are  also  totally  dissimilar  to  those  of 
the  Isocrates  of  1493  (which  Geel,  the  libra- 
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rian,  had  also  asserted  in  the  BibRoth.  erit, 
nova,  II.  310,  from  his  own  inspection  of 
the  Leyden  copy) ;  points  out  a  copy, 
bound  up  with  the  Milan  Greek  Psalter  of 
1 48 1  (concerning  this  copy  see  also  Re^ 
nouard  Annates  des  Aide,  Ed.  II.  T.  I. 
p.  11),  and  lastly,  as  an  eyewitness,  he 
declares  the  types  to  be  the  same  as  those 
which  occur  in  the  Milan  impression 
of  Lascaris*s  Greek  grammar  in  1480. 
Unfortunately  the  librarian,  Geel,  who 
went  over  Fossils  inquiries  most  thorough- 
ly, had  no  opportunity  of  comparing  the 
Lascaris  and  the  Psalter  with  the  Theocri- 
tus (which  has  also  been  my  own  case) ,  and 
therefore  found  himself  obliged  to  confine 
his  own  investigation  to  a  comparison  with 
the  Florence  Homer  of  1488,  the  types  of 
which,  although  smaller,  he  found  to  be 
very  like  those  of  the  undated  Theocritus. 
He  doubted  greatly,  perhaps  for  this  very 
reason,  of  the  Mihm  origin  of  this  im- 
portant editio  princeps  of  Theocritus. 

Being  publicly  invited  by  my  honour- 
ed friend  and  colleague  to  a  conferenoe 
on  this  subject,  I  cannot  certainly  im- 
part any  more  sure  information  respectinfif 
it,  for  want  of  a  personal  inspection  of  diis 
typographical  production.  In  the  mean- 
time the  following  notices  respecting  the 
oldest  Greek  printing  may  possibly  contri- 
bute to  the  decision  of  this  oootroveited 
question. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  first  Greek 
types  (only  engraved  on  wood)  appeared 
in  Cicero*s  offices  by  Faust  and  Schfifier  in 
1465,  and  in  the  Lactantius  at  Subbiaoo  of 
the  same  year.  The  first  east  Greek 
typ«  appear  to  be  those  in  the  Roman 
Quintilian  of  1470  (from  the  press  of  P.  de 
liignamine).  The  Venetian  printers  were 
the  next  that  used  them,  but,  like  the 
Roman,  in  single  passages  only.  The 
first  typographtcal  production,  entirely 
Greek,  appeared  at  Milan  in  1476,  and 
was  Lascaris^s  Greek  grammar  (see  above, 
No.  1 1732).  A  certain  Dion.  Paravisinus 
is  mentioned  in  it  fts  the  printer.  Afker 
the  year  above  mentioned  Bonus  Accursius 
undertook  this  printing  establishment,  and 
edited  with  the  same  types  the  Lascaria  of 
1480,  the  Psalter  of  148 1,  the  undated 
<£sop  (in  which  he  is  expressly  mentioned 
as  the  printer),  Craston^s  Greek  lexicon, 
which  according  to  the  oontemporaneoiis 
testimony  in  the  Bibl.  SmiiMana,  P.  II. 
p.  XXII.  and  in  Beloe^s  Anecdotes,  HI. 
187,  must  have  appeared  at  the  latest  in 
1 478,  and  an  abridgment  of  Craston,  like- 
wise undated.  Accursius  may  have  died 
somewhere  about  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1480,  and  then  his  Qnek  types  went  to 
Florence,  where  they  were  made  use  of 
for  the  Homer  of  1488.  As  to  the 
rest  his  establishment  had  also  different 
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kinds  of  types.  Those  of  the  Psalter  of 
1481,  for  instance,  are  larger  and  thicker 
than  those  of  the  Craston,  which  last 
almost  entirely  agree  with  the  types  of  the 
Homer  of  1488. 

These  very  old  Milan  types  were  used  at 
Florence  until  about  the  end  of  the  15th 
century,  when  they  probably  were  worn 
out  and  past  use.  Subsequently  the  Giunti 
employed  at  the  same  place  the  more 
pleasing  Greek  types,  with  which  Zacha- 
rias  Caliiergus  had  printed  at  Venice  since 
1499,  ^°^  ^^  ^^  ^7  themselves  esta. 
blished  a  type-foundery. 

After  the  Greek  printing  establishment  of 
Bonus  Accursius  had  been  bought  from 
Milan,  a  new  one  was  erected  there  some- 
time about  1493,  which  printed  Isocrates  in 
1493,  Suidas  in  1499,  and,  without  mention 
of  the  date,  Chal&md^UB  erotematOf  and 
a  new  abridgment  of  Craston^s  lexicon  (see 
above.  No.  545 1 ).  These  types  are  so  en- 
tirely different  from  those  of  the  earlier 
Milan  printing  establishment,  that  no 
other  proof  is  needed  beyond  a  bare  in- 
spection of  them. 

Now  Fossi  and  Geel  find  the  Theocritus 
in  question  to  be  utterly  unlike  the  Iso- 
crates of  1493,  Bandini  recalls  his  former 
opinion  of  its  similarity  to  the  oldest  Jun- 
Cine  Greek  tjrpe,  and  Geel  recognises  again 
in  the  Theocritus  the  types  of  the  Homer 
of  1488,  only  larger,  so  ihsib  there  is  every 
probability  that  the  Theocritus  has  the 
types  of  the  Psalter  of  148 1,  which  b^ong- 
ed  to  the  oUer  Milan  printing  establish- 
ment {b^ore  its  removal  to  Florence),  and 
should  at  least  be  set  down  before  the  year 
1488,  and  is  consequently  the  undoubted 
edUio  princeps  of  Theocritus.  Some  stress 
might  perhaps  also  be  laid  on  the  drcum- 
stance  of  a  copy  being  known  to  be  bound 
up  with  the  Psalter  of  1481,  and  the  more 
80  on  this  account,  that  so  heterogeneous  a 
union  of  sacred  and  pro&ne  may  be  consi- 
dered to  declare  in  fiivour  of  a  pretty  near 
contemporaneousness. 

But  costly  and  scarce  as  this  edition  is, 
it  is  only  an  impression,  neither  carefully 
done  nor  correct,  of  a  single  MS.  Accord- 
ing to  Dibdin*s  Tour,  II.  315,  there  is  a 
copy  of  it  on  lai^  paper  in  the  Royal 
library  at  Paris,  with  a  subsequently 
printed  title,  bearing  the  date  of  J523  or

The  earlier  copies  before  the  re- 
print are  the  more  scarce,  and  they  possess 
an  intrinsic  worth  compared  with  the  re- 
print, inasmuch  as  they  contain  some  good 
readings,  which  in  the  latter  have  been 
incorrectly  altered.

Reliance  may  be  placed  on  the  above  state- 
ment of  the  contents  of  this  edition,  which 
hitherto  has  always  been  inaccurately  de- 
scribed in  a  biltliographical  point  of  view. 
The  text  of  Theocritus  is  an  unaltered 
though  really  new  impression  of  the  preced- 
ing edition,  and  Heinsius  had  no  part  in  it. 
Sodiger^s  and  Casaubon's  notes  were  added 
from  the  old  impression,  but  that  the  Greek 
scholia,  superintended  by  Abr.  Schultetus 
after  Calliergiis*s  edition,  belong  to  this,  as  a 
necessary  constituent  psurt,  is  evident  from 
the  pre»ce  to  Heinnus*s  notes,  although 
they  are  not  mentioned  in  the  following 
general  title,  which  is  added  separately  to 
the  Dresden  copy.

A.  The  last  8  lines  contain  an  explana- 
tion of  the  allegory,  or  a  key,  which  forma 
an  indispensable  constituent  part  of  a  com- 
l^ete  copy,  but  which  is  often  wanting. 
The  1 18  fine  woodcuts,  printed  in  the 
text,  were  designed  by  Hans  Scheufelein, 
and  executed  bv  Jost  von  Negker  (pro- 
bably also  by  other  masters  mentioned  in 
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Hoflidb,  VII.  336  and  141).  The  Nos. 
I3>  3<h  39y  4«,  48,  58,  69,  and  70,  at  least 
are  marked  with  Sdieufelein*8  monogram. 
It  might  well  perhaps  nevertheleas  be  a 
question,  according  to  Barttch,  VII.  245 
and  27  a,  whether  some  of  these  representa- 
tions were  not  engraved  by  Sdieufelein 
himself,  as  indeed  Bartsch  himself,  VII. 
136.  No.  13,  specifies  Scheufelein  as  an 
engraver  on  wood,  from  a  contemporaneous 
document.  N<^er*s  monogram  is  to  be 
found  in  the  70th  woodcut  of  some,  but 
only  a  few  copies  (which  was  unobserved 
by  Barttchj  VII.

It  is  remarkable, 
that  the  copies  in  wnich  it  is  found,  are 
generally  on  paper  only,  and  hence  persons 
have  been  inclined  to  oondode,  that  the 
copies  with  ,Negker*s  monogram  have  the 
earliest  impressions,  and  that  the  mono- 
gram was  subsequently  cut  out  of  the 
plate,  which  point  I  leave  undecided. 

There  are  copies  of  this  edition  on  vellum

The 
fiuilty  readings  are  usually  found  in  the 
vellum  copies,  and  are  corrected  even  there 
in  strips  pasted  over :  the  paper  copies  on 
the  contrary  have  commonly  the  more  cor- 
rect reading,  and  these  oonwquently  might 
possibly  have  been  struck  off  subsequently, 
and  after  a  repeated  revision. 

There  are  also  differences  in  the  wood- 
cuts. There  are  copies  in  whidi  in  Nos. 
30  and  70,  Scheufdein*s  monogram  of  ci- 
phers with  the  shovel  is  to  be  found.  In 
the  two  Dresden  vellum  copies,  and  in  the 
vellum  copy  of  M.  Nagler,  this  monogram 
is  only  complete  in  No.  30,  while  in  No.  70 
there  is  merely  the  shovel.  In  two  Dresden 
paper  copies  tne  monogram  is  wanting  en- 
tirely in  both  woodcuts :  in  the  third  Dres- 
den paper  copy  Negker*s  monogram  is 
wanting  in  No.  30,  but  it  is  to  be  found  in 
No.  70.  In  M.  Nagler*8  paper  copy  there 
is  in  No.  30  a  small  tablet  without  a  mo- 
nogram, and  in  No.  70  is  Scheufelein's 
monogram  quite  complete^  and  that  of 
Negker*8  by  the  side  of  it. 

llie  most  recent  inquiries  respecting  the 
printing  of  this  book  agree  in  the  point, 
that  certainly  in  the  principal  matter  it 
was  worked  with  movable  fused  types, 
but  that  the  irregular  letters,  or  those 
VOIi.  IV. 
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jutting  out  above  the  lines  and  the  formy 
and  also  the  small  and  lai^  flourishes,  were 
engraved  on  wood.  This  piece  of  art  at 
first  appeared  in  the  Diumale  «.  Uber  pre- 
cum.  A  V.J  SchSnspergeTy  1514.  small  foL, 
which  seems  to  have  been  only  struck  off 
in  a  few  copies  as  a  specimen  for  the  em- 
peror Maximilian.  It  is  to  be  met  with 
for  the  last  time  in  the  first  edition  of 
Riixner*8  Tnrriierbuche,  Simmemy  1530.

There  are  also  contemporary  vellum 
copies  very  beautifully  iUuminated;  they 
are  howevet  held  in  less  estimation  by  col- 
lectors, who  have  a  good  notion  of  art, 
than  Uiose  copies  in  which  the  skill  of  the 
engraver  is  not  concealed  by  the  colouring.

One  of  the  richest,  most  instnictive^ 
and  most  accurate  catalogues  existing,  and 
quite  indispensable,  not  only  to  the  biblio- 
g^pher,  but  also  to  the  scholar.  The  duke 
de  Valliere  (liis  librarian  was  the  well 
known  abb^  Rive,  his  adviser  the  well  in- 
formed bibliographer  Mercier  de  S.  LiSger) 
had  conceived  the  notion  of  a  universal  li- 
brary, and  collected  not  only  with  respect 
to  scientific  wori&s,  but  also  from  a  feeling 
of  bibliomania.  Whilst  he  was  ever  on 
the  watch  to  procure  at  an  uncalculated 
expense,  MSS.,  Incunabula,  \hTge  paper 
copies,  and  rarities  of  all  kinds,  and  had 
particular  regard  to  distinguished  copies, 
he  at  the  same  time  sought  to  obtain  i^hat 
was  best  and  most  interesting  in  all  sci- 
entific departments,  and  ooUected  with  a 
particular  love  for  the  department  of  poetry, 
the  drama,  and  romances,  in  which  he 
really  possessed  a  royal  treasure.  He 
procured  entire  the  libraries  of  Ouyon  de 
Sardi^re,  Bonnemet  ( 1 77a  for  18,000  livr.), 
Jackson,  and  Urf^  (only  the  MSS.  and 
books  on  vellum  from  this  last) ;  at  Oaig- 
nat*s  sale  alone  he  purchased  the  principal 
treasures  for  from  80,600  livr.  to  90,000 
livr.,  and  his  expenditure  at  Askew*8  sale 
amounted  to  from  12,000  to  15,000  livr. 
Thus  originated  this  library,  equally  dis- 
tinguished for  splendour,  selection,  and  ap- 
propriate completeness,  which  at  his  death 
comprised  32,205  works,  not  reckoning 
volumes* 

He  had  formed  a  separate  catalogue  of 
the  most  costly  articlei,  and  of  the  greatest 
rarities    the  Hst  of  which  is  contained  in 
6K 
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the  first  3  vols,  of  the  Catalt^e.  It  con- 
tisted  of  5668  works,  and  produced  at  the 
sale  the  sum  of  464,677  livr.  8  sous.  The 
chief  purchasers  were  the  Imperial  library 
at  Vienna,  and  count  Rewiczky.  The  ca- 
talogue of  this  cabinet  was  made  by  De- 
bure,  but  the  description  of  the  MS8.  was 
by  Vanpraet,  the  then  royal  librarian. 
The  latte^  ^"  masterly,  and  an  author- 
ity for  th®  history  of  the  older  French 
literature,  ^^^*^  cannot  be  sufficiently 
regarded.  Debure  also  has  employed 
commendable  industry  in  the  description 
of  the  most  particular  rarities  among  the 
printed  books,  for  instance  the  Incunabula, 
and  an  excellent  index  increases  the  value  of 
this  first  division  of  the  catalogue.  Debure 
has  frequently  however  not  given  the  title 
itself  with  the  accuracy  and  completeness 
which  a  bibliographer  would  desire. 

The  other  division  of  the  library  con- 
gisted  of  that  proper  scientific  portion  which 
usually  occurs  (although  even  in  it  rarities 
of  a  higher  order  are  to  be  met  with),  and 
contained  26,537  works.  The  catalc^e  of 
this  part  has  therefore  a  more  scientific  in- 
terest than  the  first  division,  and  is  at  the 
same  time  executed  with  much  greater 
and  almost  superfluous  bibliographical  ac- 
curacy, but  is  unfortunately  very  inconve- 
niently  arranged,  and  is  without  an  index. 
This  catalogue  maintains  a  particular  value 
on  account  of  the  works  which  it  contains 
having  remained  together ;  for  this  second 
part  of  the  library  was  bought  entire  by 
the  marquis  de  Paulmy  (see  Melakges, 
above),  and  was  again  purchased  in  1785, 
with  the  rest  of  his  entire  library,  by  the 
present  king  of  France  (then  count  d'Ar- 
tois),  and  now  forms  the  most  consider- 
able part  of  what  is  called  the  BibL  de 
r Arsenal  at  Paris,  but  which  during  the 
republic  was  styled  the  BibL  du  PanUUon.

In  75^ 
follows  an  explanation  of  the  Latin  words, 
which  ends  in  76''.  From  leaf  77  onward, 
32  leaves  with  woodcuts  of  the  size  of  the 
entire  page  end  the  work.  The  last 
or  108th  leaf  is  blank  on  the  reverse.  It 
is  remarkable  that  throughout  the  entire 
book  not  the  slightest  trace  of  a  paper-mark 
is  to  be  discovered. 

This  extremely  scarce  translation  Is 
really  made  from  the  Latin,  and  so  literally 
faithful,  that  in  many  places  it  cannot  be 
understood  without  the  Latin  original.  It 
is  however  very  remarkable;  in  one  respect 
with  regard  to  language,  because  it  is  an 
original  document  of  the  Suabian  dialect,  as 
it  was  at  that  time  commonly  spoken  (not 
as  used  in  composition).  Next,  it  may  be 
observed  in  every  line^  that  the  trans- 
lator, who  probably  was  not  much  a  man 
of  the  pen,  speaks  the  language  of  the 
day.  But  this  translation  has  also  an 
historical  value,  as  it  proves  to  us  how  the 
German  chivalry  of  that  period  felt  the 
necessity  of  no  longer  depending  on  a 
trusty  sword,  but  on  systematically  learning 
and  carrying  on  the  art  of  war.  In  the 
preface  of  the  work  there  is  no  mention  of 
a  rude  murder  or  devastation,  but  of  the 
preservation  of  life  and  the  pursuit  of  vic- 
tory, of  the  protection  and  prosperity  of 
the  country,  and  of  the  arts  and  strata- 
gems of  war  conducive  to  these  objects, 
proving  an  alteration  in  German  wufare 
which  must  necessarily  have  been  intro- 
duced after  the  discovery  of  gunpowder, 
and  which  prepared  the  way  for  the  sub- 
sequent complicated  idea  of  a  German 
public  peace  —  facts  not  to  be  overlocA- 
ed  in  any  future  history  of  German  civi- 
lization. It  is  a  pity  Uiat  we  know  no- 
thing more  intimately  respecting  Hohen- 
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wang.  He  appears  to  have  been  a  vassal 
of  the  count  dl  Laufen  (now  in  the  terri- 
tory of  Wirtemberg),  and  had  so  much  po- 
lite deference,  that  after  he  had  translated 
the  words  milesj  tirot  and  ini/i/ia,  by  knights 
and  knight-errantry,  he  gives  this  expla- 
nation in  the  dedication ;  Wa  ir  vmdent  in 
diemn  biecher  Ritter  oder  rittenchafft  toU 
ir  ver$tan  rettery  vnd  reiter  .  die  aUweg 
der  Ritierechafft  in  dienatl  dls  ire  herrc 
beiwonend,  vnd  leib  vnd  hab  mit  in  wa- 
ffetuL 

The  similitude  of  the  types  to  those  of 
Gttnther  and  John  Zainer  would  mor». 
over  make  it  doubtful  whether  this  work 
was  printed  at  Augsbui^  or  Ulm,  if  the 
greater  nearness  of  Elchingen,  the  trans- 
lator's place  of  residence,  did  not  seem  to 
speak  more  in  favour  of  Ulm.  The  transla- 
tion itself,  which  scarcely  appeared  later 
than  i475>  could  hardly  have  been  pre- 
pared from  a  printed  edition,  and  was  per- 
haps made  from  a  MS.,  and  Stewechius  ac- 
cordingly cites  it  among  his  critical  sources. 
It  almost  appears  that  this  MS.  had  been 
furnished  with  pictorial  representations,  as 
Hohenwang  says  in  leaf  a*,  Wann  aber 
mangerla*  geriat.  bolwerek.  vnd  gebew.  in 
de  vierden  buck  begriffim  iai.

tend.  That  these  representations  were 
taken  from  Valturius  cannot  be  maintained 
with  certainty,  as  this  work  had  only 
shortly  before  appeared  for  the  first  time. 
It  is  more  probable,  on  the  contrary,  that 
they  were  extracted  from  some  older  mili- 
tary work,  unknown  to  us.  They  are,  as 
to  the  rest,  engraved  with  uncommon  neat- 
ness and  force,  and  even  give  to  the  work 
a  peculiar  value  as  a  work  of  art.

The  translation,  the  author  of  which  is 
unknown,  is  new,  although  the  previous 
translation  has  evidently  been  conmilted  in 
it.    What  is  stated  in  the  preface  to  the 
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3rd  book,  that  the  work  wai  abbraviated 
at  the  command  of  the  emperor  Maximi- 
lian {Panger  Suppl.  mu  den  detdtchen  Afu 
mUen^  p.  121),  is  a  mistake.  The  passage 
is  a  literal  translation  of  the  Latin  original, 
abbreviare  jussistL  The  entire  number  of 
the  exoelleot  representations,  engraved  on 
wood,  is  121,  all  of  the  size  of  the  entire 
page ;  a  very  small  portion  of  them  how- 
ever relate  to  Vegetius.  A  monqgram,

This  work  still  desenres  a  place  of  honour 
in  a  German  library,  and  had  the  Oer- 
man  collector  combined  with  his  love  for 
books  more  generally  than  unfortunately 
is  the  case,  that  feeling  for  one's  own 
town,  and  especially  for  one's  own  home, 
which  alone  excuses  many  extravagancies 
of  British  bibliomaniacs,  and  even  places 
them  in  a  respectable  point  of  view  {^Re- 
nauard  CakU.  I.  355))  this  work  would 
have  stood  at  a  high  price  amongst  us. 
If  the  English  possessed  so  particular  a 
copperplate  work  of  that  period  rebitive  to 
the  separate  counties  of  their  country, 
what  pains  would  they  not  take  to  possess 
it,  to  procure  distinguished  copies,  and  to 
complete  it  from  similar  contemporaneous 
works.  In  Germany  the  work  is  sold 
for  little  more  than  the  price  of  waste 
pmer. 

The  Frenchman  Brunet  freely  informs 
us,  Qu*U  a  pen  de  wdeur  ai/^founTAuij  and 
one  cannot  blame  a  foreigner  for  sudi  an 
opinion.  Moreover,  it  is  certainly  not  the 
text  which  forms  the  value  of  the  work,  as 
it  consists  of  ordinary  compilation :  but  the 
enterprising  Merian  has  acquired  so  much 
the  greater  merit  by  his  plates.  These, 
such  at  least  as  are  in  the  volumes  that  r^ 
late  to  Germany,  are  made  from  designs, 
taken  at  the  very  place  and  spot,  and  pos- 
sesses a  fidelity  of  representation  which  in 
some  degree  may  be  recognized  by  any  one 
even  at  Uie  present  day.  Such  is  the  case,  for 
instance,  with  the  views  in  the  Saxon  and 
Brunswick  districts,  which  nevertheless 
were  at  some  distance  from  the  artist's  own 
abode.  They  are  besides  done  for  the  most 
part  with  uncommon  care  and  neatness, 
and  several  of  them  might  even  make  pre- 
tensions to  a  hi^  value  as  worics  of  art.

Ang.  Mar.  Bandini  Juntarum  typographic  annates  T.  I.  II.  Lu4x^ 
1 79 1,  large  S''.  forms  the  groundwork^  of  which  Dibdin  in  the  Decameron, 
T.  II.  p.  257-280,  has  given  an  abridgment,  enlarged  with  a  few  new 
notices.  Both  conclude  with  the  year  1550.  I  have  sou^t  to  complete 
the  list  from  Renouard's  Catalogue,  Panzer's  Annals,  some  other  sources 
to  be  relied  on,  and  from  my  own  inspection,  but  I  have  not  ventured  to 
continue  it  farther  down.  It  ought  also  to  be  observed  that  care  ahoold 
be  taken  not  to  consider  as  Juntine,  certain  undated  editions  of  classic 
authors  at  the  commencement  of  the  i6th  century,  merely  because  they 
have  a  lilv.  They  are  on  the  contrary  quite  foreign  from  this  press^  and 
belong  rather  to  Lyons;  see  Renouard's  Catal.  IV.  28.

Although   the  Elzevlr  tjrpographical  productions^  unsurpassed  in 
their  tasteful   ensemble  even   to  the   present   day,  were  already   to   be 
found  in  the  Bibliotheca  Hohendorfiana  (Ji  la  Haye,    1720.   8**.   P.  IH. 
p.  225-228)    as  a  formal   collection,    yet  they  do  not  appear   to    hare 
been  afterwards  regarded  as  a  whole  by  skilful  collectors.     It    is  only 
most   recently,   after  the   desire   for   collecting,  if  not  almost   entirely 
exhausted,  yet  at  least  had  arrived  at  satiety,  that  attention  has  again 
been  directed  to  the  productions  of  these  presses^  which  in  France  es- 
pecially has  reached  its  highest  point,  amounting  in  some  articles  even 
to  British  Bibliomania,  and  taking  pleasure  in  more  and  more  raising 
pretensions  to  a  complete   Elzevir  collection..     The  German    oollect<v 
will  hardly  ever  participate  in  this  excessive  enthusiasm,  ho^n^eTer  high 
in  other  respects  he  may  class  the  performances  of  those  printers.     For 
it  cannot  for  a  moment  be  denied,  that  their  establishments  certainly 
produced,  from  a  mercantile  calculation  of  present  profit,  far  too  much 
of  what  is  destitute  of  all  value  for  us  at  the  present  day:    and  ocu- 
lar inspection   also   evinces^  that  many  of  their  productions    are    in  a 
striking  degree  deficient  in  that  completeness,  for  which  the  majority 
of  them  are  distinguished.      There  is   also  another  additional  circum- 
stance.   It  is  absolutely  certain  that  many  of  the  Elzevir  productions  were 
printed  without  the  mention  of  their  names^  and  even  under  the  title  of 
a  fictitious  firm ;   but  we  are  not  justified  on  that  account  in  receiving 
into  a  collection  of  their  typographical  productions  all  those  works  in 
which  the  Elzevir  types  and  printers*  marks  are  to  be  discovered,  as  the 
majority  of  French  collectors  have  done.     It  has  not  been  considered  in 
this  point,  that  the  Elzevirs  probably  traded  with  their  types^  and  that 
other  Dutch  printers,  as  well  as  they,  could  obtain  their  paper  irom  the 
manufactory  of  Angouleme.     In  this  way  the  Elzevir  collection  would 
be  erroneously  overloaded  with  productions  which  expressly  proceeded 
from  the  firms  of  Vogel,  Hercules,  Heger,  Jansson,  Vandyck,  and  Lopes 
de    Haro.      With   still   greater   certainty  may   those   productions   with 
Egmont's   name,   and   those  with   the   symbol  of  the  sphere,   for    the 
most  part  belonging  to  Blaeu's   and  Jansson*s   establishments^  be   de- 
nied to  the  Elzevirs ;   and   it  is  quite  certain  that  they  had  nothing 
to  do  with  those  which  appeared  under  the   firms  of  Abr.  Wol%ang. 
Fricx^  and  Foppens.     The  German  collector  is  consequently  uncertain, 
how  much  he  should  properly  admit   into  the    Elzevir  collection,   and 
has  therefore  the  right  to  form  it  according  to  his  own  pleasure,  as  its 
limitation  is  still  undetermined.     I  here  exercise  this  right  in  confining  it 
to  those  productions  specified  in  the  superscription,  without  meaning  to 
deny  thereby  that  there  may  not  be  much  in  the   other  really  fUsevir 
productions,   deserving  of  the   attention  of  a  collector  in  a   high  de- 
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gree.  Only  I  could  not  venture  to  devise  a  rule  for  such  farther  se- 
lection here^  because  much  would  depend  on  an  inspection  of  the  in- 
dividual articles  themselves^  and  especially  because  the  German  collectors, 
at  least  as  yet^  have  not  in  general  so  eagerly  regarded  the  productions  of 
these  presses,  as  has  been  the  case  in  France.  One  man  will  prefer  the 
unacknowledged  Pastissier  Francis  (Atnst  1655.  12^)^  which  is  the 
rarest  of  the  Elzevir  books,  to  all  their  other  productions;  others 
will  especially  strive  to  get  possession  of  the  earliest  editions  of  Char' 
ron  de  la  sagesse,  the  Colloquia  Erasmi  of  1636,  the  (Euvres  de  Reg- 
nier,  &c. ;  others  again  will  introduce  into  their  plan  of  collection  the 
more  important  productions  that  were  printed  in  a  larger  size  (Golii 
and  Scapula  lexica,  Vitruvius,  and  the  Corpus  Juris  civilis,  in  folio ; 
CicerOt  Homerus,  and  the  Auctwres  anliqtuB  musiccp,  in  4°.  &c.):  and  each 
is  right  in  his  own  way.  The  Elzevir  republics  however  (see  the  article 
RESPUBLiCiB  above)  form  an  appropriate  part  of  the  collection,  and  not 
without  importance  in  a  literary  point  of  view,  which  in  an  inconceivable 
manner  have  been  almost  neglected  to  be  taken  into  account  by  the  French 
collectors. 

Concerning  the  Elzevirs  and  their  productions,  see  J.  F.  Adry's  Notice 
sur  les  imprimeurs  de  la  famille  des  Elzevier  (Par.  1806.  8°.),  Berard's 
unsatisfactory  Essai  bibliographique  sur  les  Editions  des  Elzeviers  {Par, 
1822.  8°.  wherewith  should  be  compared  my  notice  of  this  book  in  the 
Gotting.  gelehrt,  Anzeig.  (1823,  No.  128.  p.  1273  sq.),  and  the  excellent 
and  solid  ThSorie  des  Sdiiions  Elzevieriennes  in^  the  Melanges  tiris  d'une 
petite  bibliothique  par  Chart.  Nodier  (Par.  1829.  8°.  p.  1-32).  The  last 
essay  is  the  best  bibliographical  one  that  has  yet  been  written  upon  this 
subject. 

The  notices  that  have  hitherto  been  discovered  respecting  this  merito- 
rious family  of  printers  are  the  following : 

1 .  Lewis  the  elder,  of  Ley  den,  ^vas  only  a  bookseller,  and  at  the  same 

time  served  the  office  of  university  beadle,  and  occurs  from  1592 
(Eutropius)  to  161 7. 

2.  Matthew,  his  son^  bom  1565,  married  1591^  appears  as  a  printer 

only  in  1618  in  company  with  Bonaventura,  and  probably  s€x>n 
withdrew  from  the  business,  as  he  died  at  Leyden  on  the  6th  of 
December,  1640. 

3.  JEgidius,  Lewis's  second  son,  appeared  as  a  bookseller  at  the  Hague 

in  1599. 

4.  Isaac,  Matthew's  son^  married  16 16,  printed  at  Leyden  from  1617, 

and  died  there  in  1628. 

5.  Abraham,  Matthew's  son,  born  1592,  married  162  j,  printed  at  Ley- 

den from  1622,  at  first  alone,  from  1626  with  his  brother  Bonaven- 
tura^ with  whom  from  that  period  he  appears  as  the  university 
printer,  and  died  at  Leyden  on  the  14th  of  August,  1652.

After  his  death  his  widow  Eva  van  Alphen  and  his  heirs  continued 
the  establishment  until  1674.

10.  Lewis  the  younger,  Isaac's  son,  married  1639,  erected  an   establish- 

ment  at  Amsterdam  in  1640,  which  he  conducted  alone  until  1655, 
in  which  year  he  entered  into  partnership  with  his  cousin  I>anie]. 
Lewis  died  about  1662. 

11.  Daniel,  Bonaventura's  son,  born  1617,  printed  with  his  brother  John 

from  1652  to  1654  at  Leyden,  then  with  his  cousin  Le^s  ham 
1655  to  1662  at  Amsterdam,  carried  on  this  establishment  alcme 
from  1662,  appears  in  1680  in  partnership  with  Abraham  Wolfgang 
(consult  Fr.  Deleboe's  Solvit  opera  medica.  AmsL  1680.  4.^.),  but 
died  however  on  the  13th  of  September  in  the  same  year.  His 
widow,  Anna  Baerning,  continued  the  business  to  168 1.  Adrian 
Moetjens  of  the  Hague  obtained  Daniel's  stock  on  sale»  and  pro- 
bably  also  his  printing-office,  and  he  appears  to  have  been  actively 
employed  from  1682  to  1700.  The  reputation  of  the  ELsevir  pre^ 
perished  at  Daniel's  death  3  for

In  this  small  collection  little  is  to  be  found  distinguished  for  in. 
trinsic  value,  and,  indeed,  Opitz,  Qaevedo,  Weckherlin,  Weidner, 
and  Zlncgref,  are  the  only  persons  who  would  make  any  pretensions  to 
literary  distinction ;  but  these  typographical  productions  at  least  recom- 
mend themselves  to  the  collector  by  their  neatness  and  rarity,  as  well  as 
by  their  uniformity  of  size,  and  on  account  of  a  certain  interest  which 
they  possess  with  respect  to  the  history  of  German  literature.  I  myself 
have  doubts  of  the  completeness  of  the  following  list,  nor  would  I  answer 
for  all  the  editions  herein  named,  for  which  reason  I  have  particularly 
marked  those  at  Dresden  and  Wolfenbiittel.  This  attempt,  if  founa 
worthy  of  the  active  regard  of  German  collectors,  might  probably  in  the

They  appeared  in  London  by  J.  Tonson  and  J.  Watts,  form  33 
vols,  in  12°.,  are  considered  very  correct,  and  recommend  themselves  by 
their  neatness  and  by  the  indices  which  are  annexed  to  them.  Large  paper 
copies  are  very  scarce.  The  Livy  was  not  superintended  by  Maittaire 
himself.

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T/HE  particulars  of  those  other  kinds  of  collections^  which  have  been 
occasionally  regarded^  are  already  given  under  the  articles^  Babbou, 
Baskebville^  Brindley,  and  Delphinus.  It  may  perhaps  appear 
strange  not  to  find  many  other  collections  here^  which  have  hitherto  been 
quoted  in  bibliographical  manuals.  But  it  is  now  high  time  to  discard  at 
once  whatever  neither  answers  to  the  present  advanced  state  of  our 
literature,  nor  even  to  the  wants  of  the  collector. 

This  principle  finds  its  first  application  in  the  collection  of  editions 
ciim  notis  variorum^  both  in  octavo  and  in  quarto,  which  was  formerly  so 
eagerly  attended  to.  In  the  first  third  of  the  preceding  century,  in  which 
Holland  and  England  had  acquired  an  almost  exclusive  right  to  the  publi- 
cation of  editions  of  classic  authors,  combining  in  the  highest  degree  a 
complete  critical  and  exegetical  apparatus  with  typographical  beauty  and 
equality  of  size,  it  might  perhaps  be  possible  to  include  the  most 
satisfactory  efforts  of  that  period  in  favour  of  classic  literature  within 
limits  extending  only  to  quarto  and  octavo  volumes.  Twenty  years  after, 
wards,  this  was  no  longer  the  case.  Duker's  Thucydides^  Alberti's  Hesy- 
chius,  Wesseling's  Herodotus,  Reimarus's  Dio  Cassius^  and  other  editions, 
which  supplanted  the  efforts  that  had  been  hitherto  made^  appeared  in  a 
larger  size^  and  the  idea  of  a  quarto  or  octavo  collection  must  then  have 
really  been  given  up.  But  when  the  German  philologists,  entering  the 
listSj  were  active  for  the  same  objects  in  quite  a  different  manner, 
and  with  a  success^  at  which  even  foreign  countries  could  not  withhold 
their  astonishment,  (proud  England  itself  acknowledged  this  success  at 
least  by  disgraceful  reprints!)  then  this  collection^  cum  notis  variorum, 
sunk  back^  as  such,  into  an  insignificance^  from  which  the  intrinsic  value 
of  some  articles  of  that  series,  which  is  acknowledged  even  at  the 
present  day,  could  not  raise  it  up.  The  French  collectors,  who^  it 
must  be  confessed  to  their  honour,  were  the  first  to  estimate,  accord- 
ing to  their  merits  the  value  of  the  German  philological  efforts,  ex- 
tended the  earlier  collections  to  wider  limits,  and  placed  the  German 
editions  in  the  room  of  those  which  had  been  supplanted  by  more  modem 
exertions.  By  this  means^  however  (especially  as  the  Germans  by  no 
means  confined  themselves  to  what  are  called  Standard^editions)^  the 
collection  received  an  arbitrariness  and  a  typographical  dissimilarity^ 
which  no  longer  allows  the  notion  to  be  entertained  of  a  combination 
under  one  generally  admitted  and  acknowledged  principle.     This  col.

lection,  howeveV,  is  still  to  be  met  with  in  France  on  paper,  but  not  in 
the  book-cases  of  collectors.  In  Germany  it  was  never  thought  of  in 
earnest^  and  is  consequently  omitted  in  this  work,  as  we  hope,  with 
undoubted  justice. 

Still  less  can  passing  over  the  series  of  the  Bipont  editions  excite 
any  surprise.  There  can  now  hardly  be  a  difference  of  opinion,  that 
only  some  few  productions  of  that  press  are  deserving  of  a  place  in  the 
cabinet  of  a  scrutinizing  collector,  and  that  the  majority  of  them  can  make 
no  pretensions  to  such  a  reception  either  in  a  critical  or  typographical 
point  of  view.  The  new  reprint  of  Horace  of  1828  has  again  placed  this 
beyond  doubt. 

With  regard  to  the  so  called  Anas,  for  a  list  of  which  the  author  has 
been  repeatedly  solicited^  as  they  are  an  object  of  estimation  only  to  a  few 
individuals^  and  deficient  in  scientific  importance,  they  by  no  means  belong 
to  a  general  bibliographical  dictionary. 

Instead  of  what  has  been  passed  over,  many  other  things,  hitherto  either 
not  regarded  at  all^  or  at  least  not  separately  classed,  might  probably 
deserve  notice  here.  But  the  termination  of  the  work  could  no  longer 
be  delayed  for  the  completion  of  inquiries  already  commenced  on  that 
head.    They  will  consequently  be  reserved  for  some  other  occasion.
